AX ELOQinOXT ADDUESS. 

Gcnoral Superintondent of the Methodist 
Church Speaks at tho Metropolitan 
Temple. 

Rev. Dr. Oarinon, general superintenr 
dent of tho Alothodist chueh, on his way 
to China in the interest of the Ciinii- 
dian clmrcli. last iiiKlit by reiiuest spoke 
here on the aspects nnd iiros|iecls ot 
Methodism, The pastor of the Metro- 
politan eliurcdi nouiiniited the jiresideiit 
of tlie British Columbia conference, Kev. 
T. Crosby, as cliairniaii, and after tlio 
opening' exercises, the s|ieaker of llie 
eveniiii;, who was in Kood form ami 
with his iisiKfi '■harms of style, emphasis 
and eloiineuce, entered upon his af;ri'i>- 
able theme. He illustnited himself and 
all Methodists with MetlnHlism. by patri- 
otism, which should be charaeteriz(M] by 
loyalty, honesty and free from biRotry. 
The reverend doctor said the retrospec- 
tive view niij,'bt as well have been in- 
cluded, ill order to show the Keiiiu.s of 
.Methodism: "'riie commonality of faith" 
held with other denoniina I ions was 
shown ill tli(> creed, and einiihasized by 
.Mr. 'Wesley, was recited as heiiiK sullici- 
eiit in itself, eoveriiij: all the ground 
althoiijih repentenee was not mentioned 
in it, but the seiiarate work of the tri- 
une Deitv was there beautifully set 
forth. 

The doctor was especially brilliant and 
powerful in showing tho mission of the 
hiifch in setting forth the awful n.-itinp 
.d' siu, an adequate term for which was 
iKd found in the Chinese lamiuatro. with- 
ut iiiiicb circumlocution, which meant 
much cliluti.iii. He said the terrible na- 
iire of sill alone accounted for the iii- 
anialioii nC Christ, of the very Cod, lo 
vercoiiie it. Methodism not niil\- set 
iirlli this (Ii. -trine so I hat all iir'Ii slioukl 
ecdil from it, liiit also llie doctrine of 
the knowlcdL'e id' salvation Iroin sin.

with a very great degree oC success in 
(lermany, Italy, Prance and other Eur- 
opean coitntrios, and are now taking 
root in <5rent Brit.iin and Irelantl. They 
have also been ostal>lislied iiiidor xev- 
ernmcnt au.spices in tlie presidency of 
Madras, India. The lucosarc now he- 
tore the Ic.=rislati%-c assembly of British 
Gohiuihia. while an adiiptatioa fif llie 
'Tjcst features of llicsr a^'riciiltiii-al (Toilit 
4issocii»tion as worUcil in various ooiiii- 
trios under various systems, is largely 
orisinal. bcinR conceived with special 
refereuce to the conditions wliich exist 
in this province. 

The fundamental principle of the bill 
Is co-operative effort of the farmers and 
traders tliemsolvcs. The government 
does not lend tn the farmers Jis indivi- 
duals but to tlie enninniiiity lis a whole. 
The -whole credit of the members of the 
association being the security of the 
government, thui? doipg awny tvith the 
very obnoxious leatiire of (covernnient 
assistance direct to individuals. The 
"ovemment deal.s only with the associa- 
tions, the entire maaagcmcnt and con- 
trol of the affairs of the nssocintion be- 
in" in tlie liancis of 11 ooiiimif tec of man- 
a::enient am! an aiuliliiif,' cnminit tee. 

.Strin'.;ent conditions are enfcrcct'i for 
il-.e proper carrying out of the objects o( 
(lie bill, and every possible precaution 
lias been talion to provide .ifiaiiist loss to 
ilic province. 

Along with the hill a set ■^>f model 
nilcs and regulations have been snhmlt- 
ii'<I to the house, not for enactment, bnt 
in order to imlicate on ccnoral lines the 
ve;;ulat ions ^vlliell will bo put in effect 
by the Li(iutoiiant-("i ovornor in Council, 
.10 whom this duly bclonss. 

iSriefly outlined the By.stom is this: 
.Any number of farmers 01 traders of a 
• community of 25 or more members, may 
loiTi! themselves into an association, pay- 
iuB au entrance of five dollars cacli, and 
subscribing to a certain number of 
.sliares, the number of shares to be pro- 
portionate to the amount which a mem- 
ber may reasonably be supposed to be- 
come t;ood for in case lie is called upon, 
'i'he membership fees are, as paid in, 
deposited with the government to the 
cre<lit of the member and draw interest, 
aciMinmlating to tJio credit of the mem- 
ber, "^'be fund so formed is not called 
into requisition except in case of the 
failure or part failure of the association 
to pay its liabilities. In case of a mom 
liiT witbdrawiiiK he is entitled to a re 
I'lmd ^\•itb a rireiiiiuni. Xo luiiount of 
the shares is necessary to be paid up, 
Ihcy simply stand as a guarantee to tlic 
Koveriimont much in the sense of a 
promissory note lliat the meinber will 
pay the amount of the shares subscribed 
iu c:ise of an eiaer^fency. _ 

livery share carries with it a double li- 
ability so that the sovcrnmcnt as thor- 
oughly well protected against riai< of 
loss. • 

The association l)orrows money en the 
a,i;prep;iite value of its slia-.'cs, by isMiinK 
(lebciUures at say '.> or liVf. per i-ent., 
which may he guaranteed by the govern- 
ment. The as.soeiation loans out the 
money to its iiieiiihers, lakin;,' into con- 
sideration for si'ciirity personiil woitli, 
industry, and a.ssets, real and pcsonal. 
Under this system the i>roductive earn- 
ings of a man, togeth.!r with his goiicinl 
eliaracter and stand iu;,' in I lie toi.'UiU.-n- 
ity, as ti> lionesly, industry and inti'lli- 
^'cuce will constitute ic.irt of his general 
credit much as it does iu ordinaiv hank- 
inft circlOfl.

'I'lie safety of the .system consists iu 
this fact, that the managing comniittee. 
Ix'iii^' persouall.v responsible with all 
iitliiT members for all loans, will exercise 
the Kreate.st ear(> in ri'gard to the loans 
made, and beinp iu ovory case neiglibors 
of tliosi? to whom money is loaned, they 
can exercise a greater care thou they 
otherwise could. 

In addition to the committee of nmn- 
agement tliere is a committee of audit 
consisting of six members, who may in- 
vestigate the affairs of the association 
and e.^aniine the books at any time. In 
addition to this again the affairs of the 
association are subject to the scrutiny 
of the >;overnnient aiiditi>r, who may 
at any time intervene and prevent, an 
improper working of the system. 

The system will not help those farmers 
who are hopelessly in , debt, nor will it 
Iiay off morlKa^'es on fnnns, which are 
inorlKaKcd beyond the si'cnrity wliicli a 
farmer can offer, but it will make the 
conditions of farming so easy that the 
profits with industry and intelligence 
will enable a fanner to net out of debt 
and pl;ice him in a [losition of indeiiend- 
euce. It will eualilc many new settlers 
and others with small ij.8sets to obtain 
money in small amounts for certain spe- 
(dlic imrposes of iiniirnvement at a low 
rale of iiileresf wlu(di tliey could not 
otherwise obtain, and fifty or a hundred 
dollars is very often an amount wliicli 
stands between a stmgpling man and 
success. It is contemplated that asso- 
<-iatioiis who borrow money at three or 
throe and a halt per cent <in the credit 
of the government may lend ou! to ap- 
plicants at four and a Iialf and five iier 
cent, as the case may he, providiiit; for 
a iniirniu of prulii to cover expense.-;, 
sinking fund, losses, etc. Il is also cun- 
tcmplated that these associations may 
receive deposits from members allowui;,' 
the current rate of interest at which de- 
bentures are floated upon the sanu-. tluis 
in lime as the associations prosper th 
deposits aloiii! may create a iar>;e fund 
for the luse of the asso(;iation. 'I'liere are 
no dividends to members; ail profits co 
to a reserve ftind for the general pur 
poses of the association and can never 
be drawn upon except to iiideniuify thr 
Kunrnntors, or in case of an association 
liipiidatiiig or ceasing to exist. 

In future issues we will refer at 
greater length to the principles of tbi 
important meiisitre. .'ind show in detail 
llie iinport.'int results whicli have de- 
oiied und.er similar systems iu conti- 
nental countries, whereby in some cases 
associations have started with a dozen 
members and a capital of fifty pouudt 
or so, and to-day number their meuibi'r: 
by huiuircds of thousands, with mil 
lions more carried to the reserve fund. 
The losses have in every case been iu- 
siKnilicaut and the advantages are ap 
parent in tlie immense resources of 
wealth whicli exists in tlie continental 
powers among the farmers, which in 
capital and production really represent 
llie ffrcat strength of these powers. 

The measure is based cm half a ( 
tury of experience, and is essentially on 
the soundest economical basis depending 
for its success upon personal credit, in 
duslry and intelligence and co-opera- 
lioii. 

Hy it the government practically s 
to the farmers: "We cannot lend 
money on mortgages, or deal with you 
individually, because it is contrary 
llie first principles of Kuverunient ami 
liable to gross abuse; bnt if you show 
your confidence in each other, and be 
come liable for each other by iiooliiij. 
security, wo are willing to deal with 
yoii as a cDiimiunity and lend you money 
on communal credit. In other words, 
we are willing to help you if yon will 
help yourselves by showiiiK your conii 
ileiice' iu each other, and in the nltimute 
success of your own occupation." 

'I'his, we think, is a sound and logical 
position for the government to assume 
throwing, as it does, the onus of assist 
ance on those who require to be helped 
and inciting a spirit of enterprise and 
BtlmiUating effort hy placing a premium 
upon those virtues of an agricultural 
community which alone can lead to 
•success.

The ColouisL has been asked why it 
has not dealt with the artick- whi<di ap 
pcarod in the Times a few evenings ago 
ill regard to the recent battle in the Sou 
dan. The reason was correctly stat 
in a paraj,'i-apli in this paper, uauu'ly 
tliat the editori.il complained of was 
clearly only an emanation from a disor 
dered intoilo'jt, and as sucli was to be 
i-cfriircled more with pity than indif,'na 
tidii. It has, however, lieen pointed o 
mid wo thihk witli a great deal of fon 
that the public will not look at the mat 
ter in this light, but would associate the 
article in their minds with tli(> f:i<!t tliat 
the 'I'imcs is controlled by ,'i m<aul>ev of 
tlie C.inadi.m senate, and is, or at least 
claims to be, the mouthpiece of a politi- 
cal party.'^Vo confess that this considera- 
tion had. not ajipealed to us before: but 
now that it does, we hardly know what 
to say. The very enormity o( the of- 
fence, when viewed from the standpoint 
just mentioned, takes the proper trcat- 
ir.cut of it outside Ihe stylo of language 
In which newspaper renders nro accus- 
tomed. 

The article referred to is not the f.idy 

one of its class thnt^has found a pliue 
recently iu tlie Timc i. Others ha -e 
Ih'(Ui printed in its cidiiinus which insull- 
eil every niiin who respects the flag, 
iiDUor and tlic traditions of his country, 
which expressed qon'tcmpt for every sen- 
timent, in wMoh- Britons take the grcnt-

est pride. 'When we say that the coi.i- 
munity I'eels outra-eil by the puldi.M- 
ti(jn of such articles, Wi' state the case 
mildly, and wliat is more, the feeliii;,- 
of indignation is growing. A few days 
ago the only com.uent one heard was as 
to what exhibition of irresponsibility ihe 
Times would next contain, iuit now the 
full nature of the outrage which has 
been perpetrated is being realized, and 
people are asking tlicmselves what e:,.- 
planation a t;.'aiiadian senator can g.ve 
for p(M-:".illinK his newspaper to be made 
tlic vehicle of such inf.imous tirades. 

The editorial which brought puHi<; 
feeling to a climax was one that abuse* 
Ihe right of free speech wliicii ever.\ 
liritish subject possesses. It was a gra 
tuitous insult to bravi? men cn.saged iu 
heroic work for 11 noble cause. It was 
a slander upon the British nation, uiiiiine 
Is viUuiess. When they reail that the 
Aiifrlo-IC^'Mjlan expedition is a "dirty 
little stock exchange war," and that the 
account of the battle of -Vthara is 
"a bloody and disgusting story of mur- 
di?r;" when they were nssured tliat "the 
Almighty will not forget "the butchers 
of Athara," by which nro meant 
meant the British soldiers who took part 
in the charge upori the Dervisli position, 
when tlu'v are told that "Britisli mili- 
tary records .ire bcf,'inuing to drip as 
Idoodily as those of Home," it is not sur- 
prising that men refuse to consider the 
Iiersonality of the writer as in any sense 
palliating the enormity of the outrage, 
and insist that the guilt shall be iioriie 
by the member of the senate who has 
made such infamous statements in a 
pulilic newspaper of the city of Victoria 
possible. Xor is tliero any wonder mat 
they ask if Ihe political party, which 
t!ie 'I'imes represents, proposes to take 
stepa to remove from its shoulders an.v 
implied rosponsibility for such utteiaa- 
es or to publicly disavo^w them as rep- 
resentalive of its feelings. 

i'lie people of Victoria ought seriously 
consider whether it is not time to take 
some stops to prevent a repetition of 
such vile calumnies. If Senator Temiilc 
luan's scuise of patriotism, if his know- 
ledge of what is due to the country in 
n liii h he occupies a position of proraiu- 
enre, if his rcgai-d for what he mnst 
know is the universal sentiment of the 
■ilizens of liis home, to whom he looks 
.or support, arc not sufllcient to induce 
liiin to cleanse the sewer which every 
day vomits forth its filth upon British 
institutions and public and private citi- 
zens, it will he worth while considering 
whether or not he ought not to be tomdi- 
ed in his pocket. It will be for the pub- 
lic, whoso' feelings are daily outraged 
l)y the luiblieatiouH of tirades which do 
yioleiice to every honorable instinct, to 
consider if they ought .my longer to ex- 
tend tJieir financial support to the paper 
in which those appear. So long as the 
Times is not made to sulTcr finan- 
cially by reason of its villainous conduct, 
its senatorial manager nuiy feel Uiat the 
course of his representative here does 
not moot with popular disapproval. Tlie 
Colonist lias Ikhmi asked to say some- 
thing on this snhject, and this is wliat 
it says. We say tliat we voice public 
opinion when wo declare that Uie Times 
article in question, its other articles of 
till? same n.ature, iind its coiifimied abuse 
( f jiublic and private citizens form au 
uniirecedented and scandalous record, 
which has outraged the patriotism of the 
lieople and tlioir sense of decency; but 
we do not feel by any means cert.aiii 
that, unless the ledgers of the Times 
confirm wliat wo have said, the man who 
is really responsible, for the infamies 
complained of will believe that what w(! 
say correctly rellects pnldic opinion. Our 
i-eason for sayiny this is that .•illluunih 
Senator 1'emplenian has been treated l y 
the press and by certain members of the 
press with singular consideration, al- 
though niatlers of public interest in con- 
nection with him and his occuiiancy of 
his sent in the senate have been witli- 
hcld from public discussion out of con- 
sideratiofi for tho'fact that ho is a now.<- 
pajier man, lie lias periiiilted, if lie lias 
md. instructed, his emjiloyoe to lower the 
Times to a depth of degree of indecency 
which no other newspaper in Can,ida 
has ever reached. AVo say that we doubt 
if such a man can be made t/i feel any- 
thing oxc(>pt through his pocket.

FLOWER THIEVING. 

A N'ery Serious Offence Ciuler the Crim- 
inal Codi'— Stowaways Take 
Warning. 

Four small boys charged with steal- 
ing tlowers'from Mrs. Adams* .fflirdcn on 
Fort str<H}>, wore before the pmce mag- 
istrate vestorda.v. Each adraitlM bemg 
guilty a"ud all wore handed over foi-pun- 
isliment to their parents, v,-ho wore in 
court. The magistrate said ho might 
send them to jail, but preferred Unit 
they should bo chastised at home. I he 
parents promised to carry out tlie in- 
structions of the court, anil some of the 
youngsters will be whijipcil daily for 
about a week. This morning a young 
girl caught in the act of stealing flowers 
from a grave in the PlOss Bay comotery, 
will come before his honor. 

The ofrenco of stealing flowers or oth- 
er roots from gardens is made by the 
criminal code much more serious than 
would bo generally imagined. The law 
reads that anyone who having been once 
convicted of such an offence and after- 
wards commits any such offence is guilty 
of an indictable ofTeuce and liable to 
three years' imprisonment. 

Should any of the boys already con- 
victo<l lie caught at the act a second 
limn it, means that the magistrate will 
have no power to deal witli thein. bat 
will have to send them up for trial at a 
higher court. 

Edward Scott, the stowaway who was 
lianiled over to the ((rovinciiil authorities 
liy the olUcers of the steamer Islander, 
jiieaded guilty to the charge against him 
and was senteneetl to one month's im- 
prisonment with the alternative of pay- 
ing a $50, fine. The court delivered 
some remarks on the case and left the 
impression that offenders of this order 
might expect no leniency. 

'I'lios. Andrews, an Indian, was found 
guilty of having intoxicants in his pos- 
session and was sent to jail for a month. 

Harry I'ierce, the man who claimetl to 
have had bis poi'kets picked in the 
I.DUvre saloon last Wednesday r.jd who 
liuil a man arrcstod for it, was fined $5 
ami cost.s for drunkoness.

Written jmlgment in the suit of 
Clarke vs. Haney and Dunlop, an action 
of cxcepliomil interest and importance 
to mining men, was handed down in the 
Supreme court yesterday by Mi!'. Justine 
Walkem, by whom the facts and poinls 
at issue are distinctly set forth ni tli ' 
judgment. The latter is hero published 
in its entirety: 

"The plaintiff has brought these ad- 
verso proceedings to , establish his right 
to the possession of certain mineral land 
which is included in his location named 
the Olivette, and for whicli as tlie "Le- 
gal Tender," tlie defendant, Ilanoy, is 
applyirg for a crown grant under the 
mineral laws in force prior to ISOl— the 
Legal Tender having been located un- 
der the act of 1S8S. Prior to the loca- 
tion and record of the Legal Teiulor, 
the same ground had been located and 
recorded, viz., in August. 1800, by one 
Thomas Dunlop, who died four months 
afterwards. Ilis brother became admin- 
istrator to his estate; and has been made, 
improperly so, as I think, a defendant 
herein— fi>r ho has not applied for a 
crown grant. However, ho has put in 
no defence or disclaimer. 

"The present proceedings ar(> in the 
form of trespass instead of ejectment, 
e.g.— 'The defendants Iiave broken intii 
and are trespassing upon tlie said Vio- 
let (amended to Olivette) miiic>ral claim 
ground, and have committed waste 
then-on.' Trespass is not the proper ac- 
tion for testing a question of titU'. More 
possession is" snfflcient to support tres- 
pass. A tenant, for instance, although 
he is not at liberty to dispute his land- 
lord's title, may maintain tresjinss 
against him. Trespass lies for injury 
either to real or personal property, or 
to the person accompanied with inuneJ- 
iate violence, but where the plaintiff 
socks to recover laud itself be must do 
so by ejectment. (Smith's .-iction at law, 
45:4'l-l; and see Stevens on I'ledg. 7th 
Ed.) 

"Since the .Tudicature nets, ejectment 
has been abolished, and an action for 
the possession of land substituted for 
it' but the cliang(>' is merely one of noin- 
cnclaturo. In the United States, "tlie 
distinct names of various actions have 
been abolished, hut not the distii ctinns 
between them; the term 'ejectmei.t' has 
its specific application as formerly, and 
it is tJie proper action to bring and tlie 
one in fact generally brought in suiuinrt 
of an adverse claim.' (Morrison Mining 
Rights. 250; and Becker vs. I'ugli, K! 
Pae. Reps. 000). The exception is whore 
the plaintiff is in possession, which is 
tiot this ease, when bis proceedings must 
bo for oouitiible relief. (Book vs. .Iiisti.e 
Co., DS Fed. Rejis. ,827). I mention these 
American authorities lfPcaus(> oiir sys- 
mnst prove it or fail. It is no 
to !!. certain extent from the United 
States. 

"The ailogod trespass has 7\nt boon 
proved; nor has it been shown that the 
location of tho Olivette is a valid one. 
The idaintifT bought the Olivette fmir. 
one Ertslow, who located It on the 2iiili 
and recrirdod it on the 27th of Febru- 
ary, 1805. The location was therefore 
made under section 4 of the Mineral 
Amendment Act of 1804. By that sec- 
tion, 'a mineral claim shall "bo marked 
by two h.'gal posts, placed as near as pos- 
sibh ' on tli(^ lint* of the ledge or vein, 
and the posts shall be iminbered 1 and 
2, and the distance between jiosts I and 
2 shall not cxcimmI 1,500 feel— llio line lie- 
twiK'ii posts numbers 1 and 2 to lie 
known as the location lini-; and iij) ni 
posts numbers 1 and 2 shall lie wrill.'n 
the name given to the iiiiiioral (daiui, the 
name of the locator, and the date of the 
location. Upon Xu. 1 iiost there shall 
be wriileii, ill addition to the foregoing, 
'initial iiost,' the iiiiiiroxiniate compass 
hearing of No. 2 post and a statenient 
of the nimibor of foot lying lo the right 
and to the left of the line from No. 1 
li> No. 2 Iiost, tlr.i;-.: ';:ii!ial post; direc- 
tion of post No. 2; feet of this claiiu 

lie right, and feet on the left of tho 

line from .No. 1 lo N'o. 2 jiost. 

"'All the parlicnhirs required to be 
put on N(j. 1 iHisL shall he furnished by 
the lorator to the niiiiiiig recorder at llie 
time till- (daiiii is recorded, and shall 
fi nil part, of the record of Mich claim. 

" -When a (daim has been locati-d, llie 
holder shall iiiiiiiediately mark- the line 
between posts N. 1 and 2. so that it can 
lie disti'iclly seen in a tiuibered locality 
by blazing tre<'s and ciitliiig underlinisli, 
and in a locality where there is neither 
limber nor iinderbnish ho shall set legal 
posts, so that such a lino can bo d:s- 
tinctl.^ scon. 

"'The locator shall also place a hgil 
post at the point where ho has discover- 
ed rock in iilace, on which shall be writ- 
ten 'discovery post.' 

" 'A 'legal post,' as inontioni'd in the 
above section is deliued by the Mineral 
Act of 1891, to be 'a stake standing not 



less tlian 4 feet above the ground, and 
siuuired or faced on four sides for at 
least one foot from the top, and each 
side BO squared or faced shall measure 
at least four inches on its face so far 
as squared or faced, and any slump or 
tree cut off and siinared or faced to tho 
above height and size.' 

"This doliiiitiou of a legal post has 
been repeated in the successive mineral 
nets of 180.'!, 1804 and 180li. It was 
lirst adopted, as to tho height of a post 
ami its dimensions at the top, as far 
back as ISIh, or over tliiity years ago 
(see Bev. Laws No. Olt. See. uli). All 
this tends to show that the legislature 
meant tlmt it slunild ho Strictly com- 
plied with. The expressions 'not less 
than' and 'nt least' inn.^t therefore be 
given their ordinary meaning. 

"No evidence was given on li(dialf of 
the ])laintiff that ho bad any boiindary 
posts, a discovery post or a deiiiied lo- 
cation lino, although the validity of his 
location in all tlicse res|iccts is specitical- 
ly denied in tlio defend.int's pleadings. 
Except a plaintifl"s case is admitted, ho 
must prove it or fail. It is no 
answer, in a question of titl^^ 
to say, as has been said here, that 
the defcudanl's pleadings show that he, 
too, has a defective title. Assiiir.ii'T, 
ill favor of the plain. :(T, that his ■ictioi, 
is in the nature of ejectment, he could 
only succeed by the strength of his own 
tiUe. 

"What little evidence thete is as to tiio 
location has been produced iiy the defen- 
dant's counsel. It goes to show that 
post No. 2 is on the l,e Koi company's 
grounil, and that instead of its top being 
at least four'inclies sipiarc for a font 
downward, it is only three ;iiid a half 
inches on throe sidi'S, and three and 
throij-qinirtor inches on the f.iiuth. nud 
in each case for only four inches down- 
ward. No evidence has been given as 
to the height of this or of No. 1 post, or 
of the discovery post. It has therefore a 
not heen shown that any one of them is 
a 'legal post.' Moreover the notice on 
post No. 1 "does not comply with ilio 
terms on the statute, ns it omits to stnti> 
the number of feet to the right au.l d 
the left of the location lim-. and also 
omits the words. 'initial i)nst-' 

"It is consequently impossible for th;> 
court t<i grant that part of the plaintirf's 
prayer for relief which asks 'that it may 
be 'docdared that the Olivette mineral 
claim is the oiilv valid and existing lo- 
cation on the ground.' For these and the 
reasons already given the action must be 
dismisse<l with costs." 



THE ROLL OF DEATH. 

Latest Additions to tho List of Aval- 
anche Victims— Heavy Blasting 
a Probable Cause. 

Passengers by tho Islander, from the 
North state that the work of digging out 
the bodies of those who perished in the 
successive disasters on tho Chilcoot 
trail was still in pnigresa when they 
sailed south, although the lunjority of 
residents in the locality an.' inclined to 
believe that a large number of tlie vic- 
tims will never bo removed from the 
spot where doatli struck them down. One 
man in trying to dig out his outfit out of 
the slide (luite accidentally recovered 
four bodies. About 850 outfits in all 
have heen lost or utterly ruined. 

The trail is in bad shape at iirosent, 
and quite four thousand people are 
blockaded at She<>p Camp, trying to get 
through, but unable to n.ake progress 
with their sleighs owing to the trails 
having been swept bare of snow. 'J'lio 
Mounted I'olice in co 0|ieration -witli 
Col. Aiiiicrson, U.S..\., and his infantry 
regiment, have for the present harrc<l 
the cimyoii section of the trail, this be- 
ing witii the object of prosecuting the 
rescue work and also tii iirevont a recur- 
rence of tho dread disaster. At the 
time the Islander left, 70 bodies in all 
had been recovered and identified, Ihc 
names to be added to the Inst published 
list being:

C. Courey, who writes that the heavy 
lihistiiig being done 'n the immediate 
vicinity by (lie fei-warding comiianies 
during several days prior to the sliile 
was no diiulil. resi>oiisi ule for the loosen- 
ing' of the (Icstniclive mass, 

"The weather had ln-eii bad for some 
lime," writes .Mr. ('onrey, "and when the 
change came tons iqiiin Ions of freight 
had' aeeanuilated lictwi'on Dyea and 
Sheep (^aiiip, while between Sheep Camp 
and the siimniit from 5,000 to 0,000 men 
were working like so many bees. As 
fast as one man wnK over the Huniinit 
and down oa (Prater I^akc, a dozen more 
wore in his place. Heavy blasting was 
the order of tho day with the tramway 
companies at the very place where the 
slide occurred. It was a continual suc- 
cession of shots night and day, and 
most of lis here blame this iieavy blast- 
ing for the aecideiil. along with the ten 
to twelve inches oC wet .snow on the toji 
of the old snow."

D U. Ker and K. II. Hall, and ufter 
some accepted suggestions from Mr. L.. 
II. LuKrin, read as follows: 

1 Whereas the senate of Canada has 
rejected the bill as pussetl by the Do- 
minion house of commons, providing for 
the immediate constrnction of a railway 
from Gk-nora to Tesliii L;ikc; 

•J Anil whereas it is of vital iinpor- 
tanci' ti) the imricultiiral, maiiufaotiir- 
inj; and conunercial interests of this 
province that such a railway bo at once 
eonimenced and completed this season, 
and that it he extended from Glenora to 
a Itritish seaport with all possible des- 
patch; . ^ , ^ 

.'t. "Whereas also it would be tnt.ll to 
(he possibility- of linnncing for micli .i 
railway, if any line wore constructed in 
advance of it from the Alaskan sea- 
board to tlie waters of the Yukon; 

•1. And whereas also the constra:tion 
of a railway from the Alaskan coast to 
the navigable waters of the Yukon 
wo'.ild be ruinous to all interests of Hrit- 
ish ('(iluinbia; 

."). And wlieroas ,t iho policy which 
has met with some favor in the Kast 
prev'uls, and an arrangement is made 
with the United States government for a 
port in common to both nations at the 
head of Lynn Canal and a railway 
thence to the Yukon, a city will ho built 
up on territory now in possession of ihe 
United States and will draw all its sup- 
plies from that country: 

0. Therefore be it resolved that this 
hoard do petition the provincial govorn- 
nieiit and legislature to take such steps 
as may be necessary to insure the iiii- 
incdiate construction of the railway 
.above referred to and also a wagon road, 
as well as its extension of the railway 
to a sea-port on tlie Britisli Oohr.iiliia 
(^oast, thus conserving the present great 
interests involved and iiponiii^,' up aven- 
ues for our trade and eoinnierce caiialile 
of unlimited expansion in the future. 

!Mr. 1). U. Ker, in moving the resolu- 
tion, spoke ut some longtli on the neces- 
sity of the road and what was being 
lost to British Columbia through, its 
non-existence. He championed the route 
as the very best that could be found, 
and contradicted a few statements 
which had been made in the East to the 
contrary. He asked every one present 
not; only to .support the spirit of the 
resolution, hut to lend their endeavors 
to having it carried out. 

Mr. Ilall went into the Y'ukoii trans 
portation (luestion. starting hack ii few 
years ago and c{aui;ig uji to thi- pros 
enr, when all primitive methods were ik 
longer lit for the business. Tlien> was 
now a reasonable prospect of seeing tlu 
groat territory to tlie north opened up 
to the world and to ]?ritisli Columbia in 
particular. A projxisition was alive and 
urgency was the thing to be considered. 
If this road was not completed ahead of 
all others there would be none at all of 
any use to British Columbia. The mer- 
chants of British Colunihia had done a 
good business iii the Yukon trade this 
year, but still it must bi? admitted that 
not as largo as niitieipalod. .Most of it 
had goiio to Seattle, Tacoma, Portland 
and San Franeiseo merchants. The mer- 
chants on the other side had used false 
••irguiiients to secure trade, but in spile 
of this fact reinaim^l that tliere was a 
dinrereiico between the prices of supplies 
across the border and in British (>,Inin- 
bin. The difforoncrf was an iniiiortant 
one— important onnugh to give iiic en- 
tire trade of the Y'ukon to Hriiisli ('(d- 
umbia merchants if an all-Caii;idian 
route wore to he built. This must be 
made dear to the government at Ot- 
taua and ir. was to be Iiope<l that tlie 
provincial governtnent would not stick at 
the responsibilily l>ofore them. The 
trad,, which liad been stolon bv the 
I .V'lted .States nmst be wroste<l back and 
\( this were done the irade would be 
w'Oi-vJ; having. It was tlio duty of 
uvoryone i" stick right to it uutil'thev
